cam paign, w hen the political atm os 
phere in W ashington was surcharged 
w ith rep o rts th at the relations between 
Mr. T aft arid his form er chief were 
frigid and th a t the tim e was not far 
rem oved when th ere would he an open 
break. 
P rogressives D istrust Roosevelt. 


The logic of the situation, politicians 
say, calls for an alignm ent of Colonel 
Roosevelt with P resident T aft. They 
deciare the progressives distrust Mr. 
Roosevelt. They charge him w ith being 
inconsistent on the tariff, pointing to 
his attitu d e in the New York state 
convention -as com pared with his u tte r­ 
ance on the subject in w estern states 
T he reports that Mr. T aft and Colonel 
R oosevelt are in close correspondence 
have excited a good deal of interest, 
especially am ong Insurgents who have 
In ti:iud putting a candidate of their 
own to the Republican national con 
vention of 1912. 
Persons who ought to know say that 
if there was a break between th e pres­ 
ident end tile colonel th a t It has been 
closed. 
Both Mr. T aft and Colonel 
Roosevelt, politicians say. know that 
the efforts to tighten up party lines 
m ust be begun al oner lf there is to 
he a favorable result in 1912.

TIMELY HINTS 
FOR FARMERS 


Winter Work In the Wood Lot. 
it is always best to attend to this 
work of getting in the supply of fuel 
as soon as there is snow enough to got 
around comfortably in the wood lot 
much better than when it gets to be 
deep or drifted, says the American 
Cultivator. 
Those having an average size wood 
lot are fortunate aud should take all 
reasonable care to keep It in a thrifty, 
flourishing condition. 
It does not re­ 
quire a very large lot to furnish sulti- 
clent fuel for family use by careful 
management and still keep it in a 
good, thrifty condition. 
The trees that are commencing to 
decay or that have obtained their full 
grow th should first be selected out and 
removed, 
it will require more care 
and work to do this than to cut the 
timber off clean, but this should tie 
willingly done for the benefit of the 
lot. 
The young growing trees should be 
carefully looked after and not injured 
iii removing the larger trees, for the 
future value of the wood lot will de­ 
pend largely on this. 
The large old 
trees will make good wood after be­ 
ing cut into short lengths by a ma­ 
chine, after which they can be readily 
split. 
Where properly thinned out the 
new growth will come forward quite 
fast. and especially lf cattle are kept 
out of the Int.

Only enough to 
mate with the breeding stock will Im? 
neeihd. 
A host of cockerels eat a 
great deal of grain and produce no 
profit.

I hear It said that a 
dirt floor is liest for hens I .ecu use it’s 
the nearest to nature. 
But there Is a 
lot of difference l**twoon dirt made 
more or less filthy by droppings and 
litter and dirt out in the field, where It 
Is clean, pure and dry. 
It Is possible 
to have a dirt floor in Just as good con­ 
dition for poultry as any floor, but 
keeping it so call* for u lot of extra 
work. 
Besides, many henhouses an* 
on ground where there Is dampness 
working uj. ult the time, which k e e p s 
flu* litter s. ,gy and cold. 
It Is i lnimt*d by some that a dirt 
floor is much better than any other be­ 
cause the fowls can roll and dust them 
selves on It. 
It does not seem to me 
that a mixture of dirty dust, waste 
feed, litter and filth is suitable stuff 
for a dust bath. 
In fact, one reason 
for keeping the fi<s.r clean is to pre 
vent tile hens from dusting there In 
disease producing material. 
The f l i M . r that suits me best is one 
made of wood 
lf you want to make 
this soft like a dirt floor put on a few 
inches of sand or fine gravel and or 
top of that the litter, but I seldom have 
sand on a hoard floor, for I don’t think 
It necessary. 
Cement Is my next cholee to wood. 
It is probably cheapest in the end Id­ 
ealise most durable, hut It is a con­ 
ductor oi Im.th cold and moisture and 
inferior in this respect to wood, which 
is a non (inductor of cold and damp­ 
ness.
